This tax as it is assessed and collect- 


ed in this state !s more or less of a 
farce. .The law requires that tho as- 
sessors of taxes in each town and city 
shall annually assess upon every 
person who, if registered, would bo 
qualified to vote, a tax of one dollar, 
or such sum as with other taxes shall 
amount to one dollar, which tax shall 
be paid Into tho treasury of such 
town or city for the support of the 
public schools therein. Persons who 
have

duty are exempt from the payment 
of this tax. - In Newport the mem- 
bers of the Artillery Company have 
always been exempt, and anyone who 
has fought In any of the wars is ex- 
empt forever after. As a matter of 
fact, probably not fifty per cent, of 
those not exempt ever get assessed, 
and not fifty per cent of those who 
arc assessed ever pay the tax.

a plan for changing the state sen- 
ate so as to give the larger cities of 
the state n larger representation in 
that body. The plan submitted this 
week would increase the senate by 
six, giving the county of Providence 
with 475,100 population 22 of the 
number, leaving 23, or a.majority of 
that.body,;for. the rest of the state. 
This division'would require a popu- 
lation in that county of 21,000'' for

senator.

county as follows: Providence, pop-

237,695,

Pawtu,ckot 8, •Woons'ocket 2,: East 
Providence 1, Central Falls, Cum- 
borland^Lincoln, population 33,794, '2 
senators; Cranston, Johnston,'.

ed by the bird, its .blue color makes it 
*iulte easily discernible, as Jt Is being 
watched It surtrlenly vanishes without 
apparently moving. 


What happens Is simple. When It 


discovers the presence of a stranger 
It turns round and faces him, thus 
presenting in place of Its brilliant 
blue back that russet red front which 
matches the brown bank or blends so 
exquisitely with the herbage as to 
make It practically Invisible.

Three Great, Objects of 


Cultivation Discussed 


'In urging'the proper tilling of the 


toll, the-New Yor'a State College of 
Agriculture points cut that cultivation 
hns,three main objects: Killing weeds, 
loosening the.soll and saving moisture; 
further, this is said to be probably the 
order of their importance. 


Weeds must be kept .down and the 


earlier they are disturbed after germi- 
nation the easier they are killed. The 
critical time Is .the period between 
planting and the time when the crop 
Is large enough to cultivate without 
covering the plants.. 


For corn and potatoes, the tillage 


with the harrow or weeder Is likely to 
be the making of the crop so far as 
cultivation Is concerned. The start the 
crop gets on the weeds Is likely to be 
maintained, especially in the rows. 


Assuming good fitting of the soil 


nncl a reasonably good tilth, two Inches 
Is the maximum depth of cultivation 
desirable. Greater depth Is likely to 
stimulate weeds by bringing up more 
feeds.
